The Double Track Is Completed and Ballasted, and 
the Tunnels all Finished Between South City 
and San Francisco 


PICNIC AT TANFORAN 
PARK A jIG SUCCESS 

Thousands Attend from Ocean 
View, Colma and South San 
Francisco Last Monday Who 
Thoroughly Enjoyed the Day’s 
Festivities. 


New Cut-off the Most Expensive Ten Miles of Railroad Ever Built 
in California—Two Miles of Tunnels, Two Miles of 
Trestles, a 100-Foot Cut 


The Bay Shore cut-off of the Southern 
Pacific is all ready for operation, ex¬ 
cept for the completion of two steel 
bridges. The material for these struc¬ 
tures is now, however, all en route 
from the East, requiring on arrival 
only to be set up. The double track is 
complete and the tunnels all finished, 
with the tracks completely ballasted, 
ready for operating trains. The man¬ 
agement of the Southern Pacific ex¬ 
pects that the cut-off will be operation 
in forty-five days, and, although no 
positive date for the opening of the 
opening of the new road can be set, it 
is understood that the time limit 
given will be thirty minutes nearer 
San Francisco by the middle of 
October. 

Within these forty-five days San 
Jose will be within almost an hour of 
the city, and South City and the other 
nineteen intervening towns will be 
commensu lately nearer. 

q'lie new cut-off is the most ex¬ 
pensive ten miles of railroad ever 
built in California. It is composed of 
two miles of tunnels, two miles of 
trestles, through a 100-foot deep cut 


and under six streets bridged with 
viaducts. This short distance has 
cost the Southern Pacific several 
million dollars. The work has been 
carried to completion under the super¬ 
vision of Chief Engineer William Hood 
and under the immediate direction of 
assistant Engineer W. E. Marsh. 

The oj>ening of this new road will 
mean much to South City, and the 
adjacent country. There is no better 
place in California for climate,business, 
factory sites bordering deep water, 
suburban homes, etc. It will not be 
long before the population of South 
City will be doubled. Suburban 
homes will be built by the hundreds. 

Now is the time for the residents of 
South City to clean up their premises, 
plant a little patch of lawn, put in 
some flowers, and make the appearance 
of their homes so attractive that visi¬ 
tors to this locality will be induced to 
settle here. 

With improved streets and side¬ 
walks, perfected sewer system and in¬ 
creased light service, South City will 
be in position to attract the better class 
of settlers.

HINDUS ARE MOBBED 


HORDES OF NATIVES DRIVEN 

f 

FROM BELLINGHAM AND 400 
ARE UNDER GUARD. 


Bellingham, Wash., Sept. 6.—Six 
badly beaten Hindus are in the hos¬ 
pital, 400 frightened and half-naked 
Sikhs are in the jail and corridors 
of the city hall, guarded by police¬ 
men, and somewhere between Bell¬ 
ingham and the British Columbia 
line are 750 natives of India, beaten, 
hungry and half clothed, making 
their way along the Great Northern 
railway, bound for Canadian terri¬ 
tory and the protection of the British 
flag. 

The long expected has occurred, 
and, “drive out the Hindus” was 
heard throughout the city and along 
the water front last night. The po¬ 
lice were helpless. All authority was 
paralyzed, and for five hours a mob 
of half a thousand white men raided 
the mills where the blacks were 
working, battered down doors of liv¬ 
ing houses, sheltering the foreigners, 
dragged the Orientials from their 
beds and with a beating started them 
for the city limits with orders to 
keep on going. 

The trouble started at C and 
Holly streets last night, a district 
with Indian lodging houses. The 
houses were cleaned out and the 
denizens started on their trip for the 
Canadian line. The mob then swept 
down the water front and mill after 
mill was visited, the white employes 
joining the mob and every black man 
was hustled outside. 


Fifteen Perish in Hotel Fire. 

Tacoma, Wash., Sept. 6.—Fire de¬ 
stroyed the Webb Hotel at Shelton, 
twenty miles from Tacoma, last 
night. It is reported fifteen persons 
perished. Miss Bailey and Mrs. 
Mudge, both of Shelton, are known 
to be among the lost. All the other 
victims are believed to be men. Seven 
bodies have been recovered. 


Judge Morrow Fully Recovered. 

New York, Sept. 6.'—United States 
Circuit Judge Morrow of San Fran¬ 
cisco has folly recovered his eye¬ 
sight and health. Accompanied by 
Mrs. Morrow, he arrived from 
Europe several days ago and they 
have been visiting one of his daugh¬ 
ters in the Green mountains. 


Former Consul Ends His Life. 

Washington, Sept. 6.—William II. 
Abercrombie, formerly United States 
Consul at Nagasaki, Japan, commit¬ 
ted suicide by asphyxiation at his 
apartments in Stoneleigh court here 
yesterday. He was 6 5 years old. 


m POLITICIANS INDICTED. 


Prominent Men Are Accused of Issu¬ 
ing Fraudulent Tax Receipts. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 6.—A politi¬ 
cal sensation was caused here yester¬ 
day when it became known that th# 
Grand Jury had indicted four prom¬ 
inent politicians for alleged partici¬ 
pation in connection with alleged 
tax receipt frauds. The men in¬ 
dicted are Elliott Rodgers, State Sen¬ 
ator and former Judge of the Com¬ 
mon Pleas Court; Samuel Grenet, 
Director of the Department of Safety 
of Allegheny; William Hogel, mem¬ 
ber of the Allegheny Council, and 
William Lamb, a leading Allegheny 
politician. The indictments allege 
procuring of false registration and 
fraudulent voting and conspiracy to 
issue fraudulent tax receipts. The 
charges, it is said, are based upon the 
November election of 1906, and are 
the outgrowth of a crusade waged by 
the Voters’ Service League of Alle-\ 
gheny. Each of the accused men gave 
bail of $5000. It is claimed that 
about 700 or 800 affidavits have been 
secured from parties who used the 
alleged bogus tax receipts, which, 
they claimed, were given to them by 
Allegheny politicians. 


Leaps Out of Window During Dream. 

Stanford University, Cal., Sept. 6. 
—In the grip of a vivid dream that 
the house in which he slept was on 
fire, Lovell Langstroth, a senior at 
Btanfgord University, early yesterday 
fuorning plunged through an open 
window in his sleep to a lawn twenty 
feet below and not only lived to tell 
the story, but suffered nothing more 
serious than a broken arm and a 
sprained hip. 

Hanna Appointed Home Director. 

Sacramento, Sept. 6.—Dr. W. G. 
Hanna of Sacramento was today ap¬ 
pointed a director of the Veterans’ 
Home at Yountville by Governor Gil- 
lett. Hanna was chosen by the 
Spanish War Veterans and recom¬ 
mended for the place by the organ¬ 
ization last Tuesday. 

Plow Manufacturer Fatally ni. 

Chicago, Sept. 6.—Charles A. 
Deere, the millionaire plow manu¬ 
facturer of Moline, Ill., after a three- 
year search in vain for relief from 
stomach trouble, is a patient at a 
private hospital here suffering from 
pernicious anaemia, usually a fatal 
disease. Mr. Deere, who is 70 years 
of age, has little chance for ultimate 
recovery, according to the hospital 
authorities. 

A $585.85 Nugget Found. 

Redding, Cal., Sept. 6.—Charles 
Simonds picked up a $585.85 gold 
nugget on a claim near Sawyer’s bar, 
Siskiyou county. The nugget was un¬ 
covered by the recent heavy rain.

“Describe the goods as fully as 
you please, talk about your fac¬ 
tory, your reputation, your meth¬ 
ods, your business policy, give 
pictures of processes, product or 
pretty girls, build up the story 
from your standpoint and empha¬ 
size it by fine printing, strengthen 
your argmcnt with logic, physiol¬ 
ogy, mechanics or tradition, and 
still the whole thing will fail unless 
this elaboration leads up to to the 
point where the leader is told 
what the goods are going to do for 
him. 

“Dissect the ‘live’ selling adver¬ 
tisement and it will be found to 
lie in every sentence that arouses 
the desire of possession. After 
the clothing factory has been des¬ 
cribed and the suit pictured, then 
the advertiser must put the coat 
on the reader and smooth it down 
the back. Description is largely 
fudge unless it leads up to argu¬ 
ments that arouse this desire for 
possession. It may be impossible 
to arouse desire until description 
has demonstrated desirability. But 
unless the advertisement appeals 
in the end on a strict basis of self 
interest it wastes words, printing 
ink and paper. 

“Interest is one thing in advertis- 
ment. Self interest of the reader 
is another. Get them welideliued 
in your mind and be sure to pi*t 
them both in.

A great building 446 feet in length 
and 160 feet in width, known as the 
Erecting Machine Shop, is being con¬ 
structed in the Bay Shore Yards, which 
is one of many enormous buildings to 
be erected as rapidly as the foundations 
can be laid and the material and work¬ 
men secured and utilized. 

This immense building which covers 
as many square feet as an average city 
block will rest on foundation of jiiles 
driven to solid earth, reinforced with a 
solid wall of concrete, with side walls 
of brick. Frames of steel and roof of 
iron, being as near indestructible as 
engineering and architectural skill can 
make it. The great circular round 
house which is nearly 500 feet in cir¬ 
cumference, is also being rapidly con¬ 
structed and the work attracted a 
number of visitors to the grounds last 
Sunday and Monday. 

FIFTEEN MORE BAY SHORE FLIERS 

The Southern Pacific Company has 
ordered fifteen more of the gasoline- 
electric motor cars of the type that 
beat the Overland thirty minutes in a 
two hundred and ninety mile run at 
Omaha on August 5th. 

This car carries a 100 horse power 
gasoline engine which drives the dyiia- 
nioes that generate the motive power, 
being an auto-passenger car, storage 
and power house and machine shop 
all in one. 

In spite of adverse opinions, Mr. 
Harriman has insisted upon it being 
perfected, which has finally been done. 

The car contains a full set of storage 
batteries in which electricity developed 
while traveling on easy grades is stored 
for use in climbing heavier ones. 

It is constructed almost entirely of 
steel and many new ideas for the con¬ 
venience and safety of passengers are 
being adopted and it will be an im¬ 
portant factor in enabling the Com¬ 
pany to compete with trolley cars and 
to give a perfect local service on a ten 
or fifteen minute headway.

Plans have been prepared by the 
construction department of the South¬ 
ern Pacific Company and approved, 
for eleclricising the entire local system 
of the Bay Counties lines so that elec¬ 
tric motor cars and engines can be 
used for both freight and passenger 
traffic. 

It is understood that the work will 
be completed in eighteen months.

GELATINE PLANT 



ACCIDENT AT PINOLE HAPPENS 
WITHOUT WARNING AND 
WRECKS PREMISES. 


Four Men Are Blown to Atoms, Not a 
Vestige Being Found of Any, 
Except Wooden Leg of One. 


Pinole, Cal., Sept. 6.—Four men 
Fere blown to atoms at the Cali¬ 
fornia Powder Works yesterday af¬ 
ternoon when the gelatine packer ex¬ 
ploded without warning, Just as the 
workmen were returning to their 
tasks after the noonday meal. The 
killed are Gus Coppen, George Wilk¬ 
ins, Wong Hin, Wong Gen. 

Not a fragment of the four men 
could be found, and the only grim 
relic of the tragedy which was picked 
up was an artificial limb worn by 
Coppen. This, by a singular freak, 
was unharmed, although It has been 
hurled several hundred feet by the 
force of the explosion. 

Coppen was 18 years of age, un¬ 
married. Wilkins had a wife living 
In the town of Pinole. The two 
Chinese workmen were unmarried. 

As nobody was working iu the 
plant at the time of the accident save 
the four men who lost their lives, 
an explanation of the explosion can¬ 
not be ascertained. The gelatine 
packer was reduced to kindling-wood 
and scattered over the entire place. 
The authorities of the plant are at a 
loss to account for the blowing up of 
the building. 

This is the second fatal accident 
which has occurred at the powder 
works in this region in less than 
two weeks. On Saturday morning, 
August 24, the nltro-glycerine mix¬ 
ing house of the Giant Powder 
Works at Giant station blew up with 
a terrific report, killing two men in- 
Btantly and injuring several others. 

Five days before the disaster the 
Pinole plant was threatened with an 
explosion which would have been 
worse than either of these tragedies. 
The machinery which cools the nitro¬ 
glycerine vats broke down and In¬ 
stantly the explosive commenced to 
catch fire. Only the courage and 
presence of mind of the workmen 
and several of the company’s of¬ 
ficials averted a terrible catastrophe. 
For five hours without help these 
men fought the flames to prevent 
not only their own destruction, but 
that of the entire plant. 


Ishii Looks for No More Trouble. 

Honolulu, Sept. 6.—K. Ishii, sec¬ 
retary of the bureau of commerce of 
the Japanese foreign office, who is 
now in the United States as a special 
commissioner of his Government, has 
written to Consul Saito saying that 
he believes there will be no further 
outbreaks of anti-Japanese sentiment 
in San Francisco. He adds that he 
hopes to succeed in amicably adjust¬ 
ing the present difficulties. 


Uncle Sam Lenses Harbor and Dock. 

Berlin, Sept. (!.—A special dis¬ 
patch from Shanghai says that the 
United States has taken a five years’ 
lease of Norvilt bay, south of Vladi¬ 
vostok, and has also leased for next 
winter the floating drydock at Vladi¬ 
vostok. 


WORLD IS REPRESENTED 


IN MEMORY OF M’KINLEY. 


FORESTRY AND RAILROADS THE 
THEME AT THE NATIONAL 
IRRIGATION CONGRESS 


Sacramento, Sept. 6.—Forestry, 
agriculture and irrigation were the 
main features of addresses listened to 
by delegates to the National Irriga¬ 
tion Congress yesterday. The con¬ 
tinued warm weather had an effect 
on the attendance and there were 
many more vacant chairs when gov¬ 
ernor Chamberlain called the con¬ 
vention to order than at any previous 
session. 

A cablegram from Governor Frear 
of Hawaii announced the appoint¬ 
ment of E. E. Paxton as delegate 
from that Territory. There are now 
accredited delegates to the congress 
from Europe, Asia, Africa, Oceanlca, 
North and South and Central Am¬ 
erica, Hawaii and the Philippines. 

The first address of the morning 
was that of E. A. Sterling, ohlef 
forester for the Pennsylvania Rail¬ 
road Company. He delivered an in¬ 
teresting talk on "Forestry and the 
Railroads." 

The relation of range produets to 
the water supply was the subject of 
A. F. Potter, chief inspector of grac¬ 
ing of the United States Forest Re¬ 
serve. 

Another feature of the session 
was an address by F. William Rane, 
forester of Massachusetts, who spoke 
on "State Forestry and Forest Ad¬ 
ministration." 


Japan and China Near Hostilities. 

Tokio, Sept. 6.—The number of 
Chinese troops is Increasing daily In 
Quanto, the territory In dispute In 
China and Japan. 

The Chinese commander has 
warned the Japanese that he must 
desist from any attempt at adminis¬ 
tration and withdraw immediately. 

The situation is doubly critical be¬ 
cause of the presence of a few es¬ 
caped Korean soldiers, who are try¬ 
ing to incite the Koreans against the 
small force of Japanese representing 
the Korean Government authority. 

Japanese reinforcements are pro¬ 
ceeding to the territory. 


Standard Oil Given More Time. 

New York, Sept. 6.—The taking 
of testimony in the suit against the 
Standard Oil Company, which was to 
have begun yesterday, was again 
postponed until September 17, 
in order to permit counsel for the 
Standard Oil Company to prepare 
statements from the company’s 
books. 


Naval Station for San Diego Assured. 

Washington, Sept. 6.—That a 
strong recommendation will be made 
by Rear Admiral Capps, chief of con¬ 
struction of the navy, for building a 
naval station at San Diego is prac¬ 
tically assured. It is believed his 
views are endorsed by Rear-Admiral 
Cowles, the President’s brother-in- 
law. 


Portland Greets Secretary ’ aft. 

Portland, Ore., Sept. 6.—Secretary 
Taft arrived here last night end was 
royally received by the citizens of 
Portland. He is the guest of the 
Oregon Development League and the 
Pori laud Commercial Club. This 
afternoon he visited Vancouver to in- I 
spect the military post there. This 
evening he will deliver a public 
speech in the Armory in this city. 


Will Use Rears in Place of Dogs. 

Copenhagen, Sept. 6.—Captain 
Roald Amundsen, who in 1905 con¬ 
cluded the navigation of the North¬ 
west passage, is making plans for a 
larger expedition to the polar re¬ 
gions. He is credited with the in¬ 
tention of using polar bears in the 
same manner as dogs are used now. 


Standard Oil Says Big Fine is Unjust. 

La Crosse, Wis., Sept. 6.—Minis¬ 
ters throughout the Northwest, and 
presumably the entire country to¬ 
day received a communication from 
the head office of the Standard Oil 
Company explaining the alleged in¬ 
justice of Judge Landis’ fine of near¬ 
ly $30,000,000, and containing 
friendly comments of friendly news- 
papers. 


Roosevelt Appoints an Indian Chief. 

Oyster Bay, Sept. 0.—President 
Roosevelt today appointed Lety Tiger 
as chief of the five tribes of Creek 
Indians to succeed Chief Pleasant 
Porter, who died at Muskogee, I. T., 
recently. 


Monument In Honor of Martyred 
President Unveiled in Buffalo. 

Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 6.—Six 
years after William* McKinley was 
shot by a cowardly assassin at the 
Pan-American exposition grounds in 
this city, inflicting wounds which 
caused the death of the President on 
September 14, 1901, a great monu¬ 
ment typifying the love of the people 
of Buffalo was dedicated In Niagara 
Square yesterday. The exercises 
formed the central feature of Buf¬ 
falo’s old home week and were wit¬ 
nessed by thousands of people from 
all over the country. 

The obelisk Is of pure white mar¬ 
ble, 86 feet high, it rests upon a 
great pedestal, on two sides of which 
are Inscribed the record of William 
McKinley as a statesman and a sol¬ 
dier. On the north side Is the fol¬ 
lowing: 

"William McKinley, died in Buffa¬ 
lo, Sept. 14, 1901, the Tietlm of a 
treacherous assassin, who shot the 
President as he was extending to him 
the hand of friendship.*’ 

The fund for the erection of the 
monument was not given directly by 
the New York Legislature, hut was 
saved from the State appropriation 
of the late Daniel Newton Lockwood, 
a former law partner of Grover 
Cleveland.

WILD SCENES OF DISORDER, IN 
WHICH STRUCTURAL IRON 
WORKERS TAKE PART. 

Conductor Displays Revolver and 
Mob Recoines Infuriated and 
Throw Bricks and Rocks. 

San Francisco, Sept. 6.—A riot 
that threatened to develop into s*t1- 
| ous proportions broke out yesterday 
\ afternoon at Fourteenth and Guer- 
\ rero streets, where a number of 
\ structural iron workers had gath¬ 
ered. 

\ The men were returning from the 

neral of John Peterson, the vic- 
idten of Monday’s riot, and were stand¬ 
ing on the corner when a Guerrero 
street car came along. 

Conductor Charles Coleman, be¬ 
lieving that he was about to be at¬ 
tacked, displayed a revolver. En¬ 
raged by the act, one of the iron 
workers picked up a rock and hurled 
it at the conductor, who replied by 
firing at the rock-thrower, but 
missed him. 

Instantly the entire crowd of iron 
workers began throwing rocks and 
bricks, but a policeman, attracted by 
the shot, hurried to the scene, par¬ 
tially restored order and placed Cole¬ 
man under arrest, hurrying him 
away before the maddened union 
men could lay hands on the offender. 

In the meantime five cars had 
lined up on both tracks and were 
bombarded by the hundreds of men 
and boys who had gathered in the 
street. 

A riot call was sent in to all near¬ 
by police stations, and squads of men 
were rushed out. 

They succeeded in restoring order 
in a short while and dispersed the 
mob, which moved away sullenly 
and regathered at Fourteenth and 
Mission streets. 

In addition to Coleman, a non¬ 
union conductor named Delph has 
been placed under arrest, together 
with five of the rioters. 

Flyer Is Wrecked by Defective Rail. 

Topeka, Kas., Sept. 6.—The Colo¬ 
rado flyer, passenger train No. 9 of 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
road, was derailed at Wakarusa, 
twelve miles west of Topeka, ta 1:30 
o’clock yesterday morning. Three 
Pullman cars and one tourist sleeper 
were derailed. None of the passen¬ 
gers received more than minor bruis¬ 
es, but the passenger conductor had a 
leg severely wrenched, and the Pull¬ 
man car conductor was also severely 
injured. A defective rail was the 
cause of the derailment. 

Telegraph Wirt's Tampered With. 

Chicago, Sept. 6.—George S. Bird- 
sell, a member of the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ Union, was arrested to¬ 
day on a warrant charging him with 
maliciously tampering with Western 
Union telegraph wires in the suburb 
of Mayfair, on August 22d. 

Birdsell admitted that he discon¬ 
nected two of the company’s lines, 
but declared that he had been in¬ 
structed to do so by a wire chief of 
the Western Union Company. 

Insane From Cigarettes. 

New York, Sept. 6.—Charles Wes- 
sner, 20 years old, of Jersey City, be¬ 
came violently insane and knocked 
his father down with a chair. He 
also made a savage attack on his 
mother. Two policemen were sum¬ 
moned and were obliged to club and 
shackle him before he could be taken 
to the police station. 

Wessner’s relatives attribute his 
insanity to excessive cigarette smok¬ 
ing.

Warsaw, Ind., Sept. 6.—Among other 
graduates from the Wawarusa public 
school this year will be Miss Cora 
King, aged 14 years, who weighs 
204 pounds.

Several instructors w ill join the fac¬ 
ulty this year for the first time. Sev¬ 
eral instructors leave this year for other 
posts. 

All the lecture rooms in the Hearst 
Memorial Mining Building are now 
ready for the incoming classes, so that 
the students in this department will be 
accorded the privilege of studying and 
experimenting in the finest and most 
admirably equipped mining structure 
connected with any educational insti¬ 
tution in the world. The contract has 
been let, and work is under way on the 
foundation for the new university 
library to be erected just east of Cali¬ 
fornia Hall. It will cover a large area, 
and will be in every way a modern, 
well-equipped, and lire proof structure 
for the reception of the large and rapid¬ 
ly growing collection of books and 
manuscripts now in the possession of 
the university. Eventually it will be¬ 
come the home of the Bancroft Library. 

On Wednesday evening the under¬ 
graduate enrollment for the academic 
departments in the year 1907-OS was 
2049 and the graduate enrollment 191. 


ARRIVAL OF REINFORCEMENTS 
ALL THAT SAVED DEFEAT 
AT RECENT BATTLE. 


France Now Realizes That She Has 
a Real War on Her Hands in 
Subduing the Moors. 


Paris, Sept. 6.—The latest advices 
from Casa Blanca telling of Tues¬ 
day’s fight place the situation in 
more alarming colors than ever. It 
now appears that the Moors actually 
succeeded in turning the French 
flank and were in a fair way to cut 
them off from the camp when rein¬ 
forcements arrived and saved the day 
for the French, slaughtering the 
Moors right and left. The Moorish 
losses are now placed at about 1,000. 

Major Prevost was at the head of 
his men and had just cried: “For¬ 
ward, my children, forward,” when 
he fell with a bullet through his 
heart. A desperate fight at once be¬ 
gan and centered around the body of 
the fallen commander of the Foreign 
Legion, the French refusing to 
abandon the body ot their leader, and 
the Moors making every effort to 
capture it. The French horsemen 
held their ground until reinforce¬ 
ments from the camp arrived and the 
Moors were driven off with tremen¬ 
dous losses. It was during this en¬ 
gagement that the French flank was 
turned. 

The French newspapers say the 
magnitude of this engagement has 
established the fact that France is 
now involved in actual war and not 
engaged in a mere “expedition of 
pacification.” 

Foreign Minister Pichon announces 
the sending of a note to the Powers 
informing them that the Moroccean 
Minister of "War, Mohammed Gahas, 
has admitted his Inability to guaran¬ 
tee the lives of European Instructors 
to the proposed police force, ac¬ 
cording to the terms of the Algeciras 
conference. 

The Petit Republique publishes a 
dispatch from Tangier saying that 
Jews there have recei vVd letters an¬ 
nouncing that Mazagan has been 
bombarded and that only a few shops 
and houses in the center of the town 
are left standing.

Gas Main Leaks in 1,800 Places. 

Santa Rosa, Cal., Sept. G—Eighteen 
hundred leaks have been discovered 
in the big gas mam that runs for 
sixteen miles from this city to Peta¬ 
luma, carrying the gas for that city 
from the great plant here. The 
leaks cover a distance of four and a 
half miles, and practically every 
connection is affected. 

Tuesday complaints were received 
that the gas in Petaluma was short. 
More pressure was put on here, and 
still this did not remedy matters. 
Then it was discovered that instead 
of going to the southern town the gas 
was going into the air along the 
roadside.
